The  above  proposed  appropriations  have  been  approved 
by  the  Effingham  Budget  Committee. 

2.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  secure  the  assistance  of  the  State  Tax  Commission 
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in  reappraising  the  taxable  property  in  the  Town  in 
order  to  secure  greater  equality  as  between  taxpayers, 
and  to  insure  the  assessment  of  all  property  in  the 
town  on  the  same  standard  of  value,  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  petition  the 
State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the 
Division  of  Municipal  Accounting  and  to  make  an 
appropriation  to  cover  same. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  Twenty-five,  Sections  79  to  90, 
Public  Laws  of  New  Hampshire  (Commonly  known  as 
the  Caucus  Laws)  to  govern  the  nomination  of  all 
Town  OiScers  to  be  hereafter  voted  on  in  the  Town  of 
Effingham  at  the  annual  meeting.  Agreeable  to  a 
petition  signed  by  Percy  Taylor,  Lloyd  Sanborn,  George 
Downs  and  others. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  distribute  the  blank  inventories  at  the 
time  they  examine  and  appraise  the  property  to  be 
taxed. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  borrow  money  not  to  exceed  $7500.00  in 
anticipation  of  taxes. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate 
or  town  property,  however  acquired  by  the  Town. 
This  authority  to  continue  until  rescinded  by  some 
future  Town  Meeting. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  single 
district  Road  Agent  System.  The  Road  Agent  to  be 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Selectmen. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
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reports  of  its  agents  and  auditors. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
$500.00  now  in  the  town  treasury.  To  be  known  as 
the  Seth  J.  Philbrick  Fund. 

11.  To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing  and  a  Selectman,  a  Library  trustee  and  a 
Trustee  of  the  Trust  Funds  for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

12.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting.

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HELP  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
PREVENT  FIRES  —  IT  PAYS  ! 

Prevention  is  one  of  the  most  important  phases 
of  all  fire  effort.  This  is  particularly  true  of  forest 
fire  control  work.  Preventing  forest  fires  preserves 
valuable  forest  growth  and  other  property,  conserves 
man  power  and  permits  their  use  in  productive 
channels,  saves  taxpayers'  money  and  conserves  fire 
fighting  equipment. 

The  prevention  of  forest  fires  is  the  most 
important  and  difficult  part  of  the  work  of  your  forest 
fire  warden  who  heads  a  local  organization  set  up 
primarily  for  the  security  of  your  community's  forest 
property.  Appointed  by  the  State  Forester,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Selectmen,  he  is  charged  by 
law  with  the  responsibility  of  local  administration  of 
forest  fire  laws,  fire  prevention  and  suppression.  In 
his  work  he  is  aided  by  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  who, 
in  emergency,  may  assume  his  power  and  authority. 
The  warden  is  guided  in  his  work  by  instructions 
received  from  the  State  Forester  and  by  the  District 
Fire  Chief  who  represents  the  State  Forester. 

The  importance  and  value  of  the  work  of  the  forest 
fire  warden  and  his  deputies  is,  perhaps,  best  appreci- 
ated during  hazardous  periods  when  fire  danger  is 
greatest.  The  public,  however,  looks  to  him  at  all 
times  for  speedy  and  economical  suppression  of  going 
fires. 

To  properly  fulfill  his  mission,  the  warden  needs 
the  generous  and  understanding  cooperation  of  the 
public  at  large.  He  attempts  to  secure  this  cooperation 
by  the  posting  of  caution  notices,  news  items  and  by 
word  of  mouth,  always  carefully  explaining  the 
necessity  of  restrictions  imposed.  In  the  matter  of 
giving  cooperation,  however,  the  public  often  fails. 
The  record  shows  that  an  average  of  7,300  acres  of

woodland  are  burned  over  by  forest  fires  in  New 
Hampshire  each  year.  Analysis  of  fire  causes  reveal 
the  fact  that  more  than  98  percent  of  all  forest  fires 
are,  consistently,  the  result  of  human  carelessness  and 
are  preventable. 

The  careless  smoker  fails  to  properly  extinguish 
his  cigar,  cigarette  or  pipe  ashes  or  thoughtlessly 
throws  them  from  the  car  window;  the  debris  burner 
fails  or  refuses  to  consult  the  warden,  as  the  law 
requires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow, 
before  attempting  to  burn;  campers  fail  to  properly 
extinguish  their  fires  or  frequently  build  fires  when 
conditions  are  unfavorable. 

The  elimination  of  human  causes  from  the  forest 
fire  problem  is  the  answer.  This  is  not  as  difficult  of 
accomplishment  as  it  might  appear  at  first  glance. 
Let  each  one  who  reads  this  — 

1.  Use  ordinary  common  sense  with  fire  in  and  near 
woodland. 

2.  Comply  with  requirements  on  the  use  of  fire  in 
and  near  woodland  and  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow,  secure  written  permission 
to  burn  from  the  forest  fire  warden. 

3.  Be  careful  when  smoking  in  or  near  woodlands. 
Don't  throw  lighted  material  from  moving 
vehicles. 

4.  Cooperate  with  and  assist  the  warden  and  urge 
others  to  do  so. 

5.  HELP  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  PRE- 
VENT FIRES  —  his  efforts  are  only  as  effective 
as  is  the  cooperation  you  give  him  !

Of  the  four  pupils  who  have  defective  vision,  three 
pupils  are  being  corrected  with  glasses.

two  for  vision  correction  and  one  for  a  throat  condition. 

One  pupil  was  taken  to  the  T.  B.  Clinic  in  Laconia, 

where  she  had  a  chest  examination  by  Dr.  Kerr  and  an 

x-ray  taken.    The  report  was  negative. 

Toxoid  Clinics  were  held  in  May  and  June  for  the 
pupils  of  the  first  five  grades  and  the  pre-school 
children.  They  were  sponsored  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health.  Dr.  Dube  was  the  physician  in  attendance, 
assisted  by  Mrs.  Anne  Carter  of  the  State  Board  and 
the  School  Nurse.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Effingham : 

Probably  at  no  time  in  the  history  of  this  country 
has  the  attention  of  the  people  been  focused  so  sharply 
on  the  problems  of  education.  Seldom,  if  ever,  have 
these  problems  been  so  acute.  Competent  authorities 
report  that  during  the  past  five  years  350,000  men  and 
women  have  left  the  teaching  profession.  Marked 
increases  in  the  cost  of  supplies  and  in  teachers' 
salaries  have  increased  the  cost  of  school  operation  to 
a  serious  degree.  The  tremendous  problems  of  the 
war  years  we  met  and  solved.  The  problems  of  peace 
are  of  no  less  magnitude.  Careful  appraisal  of  the 
adequacy  of  the  American  schools  to  meet  the  needs  of 
children  and  the  welfare  of  the  nation  is  a  continuing 
year  to  year  responsibility  of  American  citizens.  We 
miade  immeasurable  sacrifices  of  life,  strength,  and 
wealth  to  defend  the  basic  tenet  of  the  American  way 
of  life  —  the  dignity  and  worth  of  the  individual.  We 
must  still  defend  this  tenet  against  hostile  political 
faiths  both  from  without  and  within.  That  defense 
must  be  built  in  American  schools. 

American  children  have  an  assignment  with 
destiny  that  is  not  optional.  They  will  live  in  a  world 
of  incredible  complexity,  or  racial  and  class  tensions, 
of  international  frictions,  and  of  inevitable  change. 
They  must  find  their  way  in  this  world  and  must  have 
the  education  which  will  help  them  do  so. 

The  authority  granted  the  School  Board  at  the 
special  district  meeting  to  sell  vacant  school  houses, 
and  the  subsequent  sales,  made  it  possible  to  install 
automatic  oil  heaters  in  both  schools.  This  has 
assured  that  the  buildings  will  be  warm  in  the  morning 
when  teachers  and  pupils  arrive  and  is  a  major  im- 
provement. Through  the  generosity  of  the  Women's 
Club  provision  of  equipment  has  made  possible  the 
serving  of  hot  lunches  in  both  schools.      A  warm  dish 
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at  noon  is  an  important  contribution  toward  the 
development  of  growing  children  and  the  maintenance 
of  their  health.  Parents  have  been  of  great  assistance 
by  contributing  food  supplies. 

Contributions  of  prizes  awarded  at  graduation  by 
Mr.  Charles  Watts,  Mrs.  Molly  Chambers  and  Mr. 
Forrest  Leavitt  afford  a  fine  inspiration  to  pupils  and 
is  much  appreciated.  Through  the  generosity  of  Mr. 
Daniel  Cooper,  the  gift  of  a  piano  was  received  at  the 
Falls  School  and  is  appreciated  by  pupils  and  teacher. 

Effingham  is  fortunate  in  having  fine  teaching 
carried  on  in  the  Center  School  by  Miss  Gladys  Leavitt, 
and  in  the  Falls  School  by  Mrs.  Dorothy  Webb.  The 
effectiveness  of  their  instruction  is  shown  by  the 
success  of  the  graduates  in  high  school.  Effingham 
has  14  boys  and  girls  in  high  school  this  year. 

The  very  helpful  cooperation  of  the  School  Board, 
teachers  and  citizens  is  most  sincerely  appreciated.
